St. Loui.-;, Due. 2-1. — Tho Cliicat,'o and 
Alton express wliich was lield up by 
rnaaked bandits in tho Blue Cut near 
Independence, Mo., made famous by tbe 
exploits of the James and Younger band?, 
on Wednesday niKht, arrived atSt. Louis 
this afternoon. V. G. D. Frier, the 
mcasenjier in char<,'e of tho robbed car, 
two traiiuiieii lujd the Pullman car por- 
ter and coiuhiclor were the only ones of 
tlie crow on board. Tlie story as ob- 
tained from tlieye men stated that the 
robbery was one of the cleverest atid 
best pieces of work done by road 
agents during tho year. !Meseenf;er Frier 
is in a bad state of mind. He 
feels terribly broken up over the mat- 
ter. Tlie first thing he said when the 
train men asked him licw he had fared 
was that tlio company had been bit 
hard. lie says he cannot tell tiow mncii 
was taken. When seen, he said; "I 
was busy, especially bo that trip, and 
thought we hud stopped on account of n 
breakdown or something of that sort. I 
heard no voices outside. When the 
knock camo I supposed it was a brake- 
man andopeiieil tho door, then [ was help- 
less. The robher threw my shotgun out of 
car and broke it to pieces. They cer- 
tainly knew their business and were 
very polite, but it would not have been 
safe to have rcHisted them. The polite- 
ness of the robbers impressed all who 
saw them. The trainmen said they 
were well dressed. The leader was "a 
little under the influence of drink. He 
was so jovial that when he took !f4 from 
Conductor Xiclioles, he gave,t2of it back 
to him. 

l'"rier told the story of the robbery 
thus : About live minutes after the ex- 
press car was detached from the train he 
heard arap at the side door, and, think- 
ingit was a train man, he opened, and a 
man with a B iotgun compelled him to 
retreat into thi car, while two others 
followed witti revolvers and ordered him 
to throw up his hands. The men then 
pulled him from tho car and asked him 
if he had any money. He was loo excit- 
ed to answer. They then picked liim 
up and threw liim bodily buck into the 
car, and one of the men who wore a 
mask, as did the others, climbed in. The 
tnau <^ot out a case and proceeded to the 
larf;o safe and tlirew down a kit of tools 
in front of it. The other two held guns 
at Frier's head, while the third one pro- 
ceeded coolly to break open the safe. 

I'rier told the man who was at work 
on the large safe that it was useless for 
iiim to blow it open, as there was no 
money in it. One of tlie other men who 
stood at the door covering Frier all the 
time with a revolver, then said : " Well, 

d 'n you. give ua the keys for the 

small safe." 

frier refused to do this, and the Uvo 
men, who had remained on the outside, 
jumped into the car. Tlioy leaped on 
l''rier, pinned him to the lloor and took 
the keys of the small safe away from 
him. He was then chucked uji into a 
corner and, with two shotfruns iield at 
his head, tokl to stay there. 

The third man then took the keys, 
opened the Hiiiall sate and took from it 
a number of packiii^cs uf money and, 
after the robbers had Eccurcd the con- 
tents of tho small safe, they acain at- 
tempted to open tilt! larKfa one. A Hiiiiill 
hole about one-ei^'hth ol an inch was 
made iu tiie large safe and two sticks of 
dynamite put in. Frier ajjain told the 
men they were wasting time, as there 
was not a penny in the large safe. 

At this they desisted from their at- 
tempt to blow it open and prepared to 
leave. Before they went away one of 
the men talked over to Frier, and, 
takiiii; a ^2 bill from his pocket, said ! 

" Here, help yunraelf to a Christmas 
present. We made a good haul." 

They then started to leave the car, but, 
in doing so turned to Frier, who by this 
time was greatly excited, and told him 
that they had used him fair and that he 
ought to give them soniethiim out of his 
salary, i'rier said he did not have any 
money on bis person, but they did not 
believe him, and made a search of his 
clothing. Two of the men then jumped 
lioiii the car, but the third one j)uslied 
Frier through the open door down to the 
side of the track. They then compelled 
him to climb up on the front end of the 
car and set tbe brake. After the brake 
had been set the robbers drove I'rier 
hack into his car and' closed the door, 
telling him at the same time to remain 
there on jieril of his life. 

As soon as the ex|)ress niesseiigcr had 
been driven into the car the robbers 
boarded the engine and went, at a high 
rate of speed about two miles, whore it 
was abandoned. 

The story is thus detailed in a Kansas 



City dispatch ; At 9.20 o'clock the St. 
Louis it Chicago express, which 
left Ivansas City at S.-l,^, was flagged 
at Blue Cut, and came to a stand- 
still. Masked men immediately cov- 
ered the engineer and fireman, and com- 
pelled them to get down from their cab. 
At tho same time another member of 
the band uncoupled the express car 
from the rest of the train. The robbers 
quickly climbed on board tho locomo- 
tive and express car, and before the 
surprised trainmen had bad time to 
collect their wits tbe bandits were speed- 
ing down the steep gra .Ie beyond Blue 
Cut with the engine and exprei^H car. 
Tho express mcHsenger, A. ,]. I'rier, of 
St. Louis, was a jirisoner in the exoress 
car. 

It was at Blue Cut in 1SS,5 that the 
James' gang held up a Chicago it Alton 
exjireaa train and made one of the biggest 
hauls in the history of train robbing. A 
few years later another big train rob- 
l^ei'y was conimittcd at the same jilace, 
and two months ago to-night, on Octo- 
ber 2;!, tho hold-up at Blue Cutoccurred. 
Tho men who planned the robbery in 
October were local novices and got shot. 
Two members of the gang have since 
been arrested and are in jail. Their 
accoiiiplicea are known and are fugitives. 

Though Blue Out is less than 15 miles 
from Jvansas City, it is in a wild and un- 
settled section, and an ideal spot for 
such outlawry. It is a deep cut through 
solid rock, and, except in broad day- 
light, is almost as dark as a tunuel. For 
a long time it was patrolled day and 
night, but a few years ago, after the ban- 
dit gangs about here were supposed to 
have been efiectually broken up, tho 
guards were withdrawn. It is predicted 
that two train robberies there within as 
many months will result in a return to 
the old precautions.

SYMPATHY AVITH CUBANS. 

Demonstrations in Their Favor on the Part 
of Mexicans— Spanish Consulate 
Threatened. 

San Bu-.r.o, Cal. Dec. 24.— The patriot- 
ism of Mexicans and their fervent love 
of liberty is shown in their strong syni- 
l)atliy with the Cul^an insurgents. Every 
day during the past six months there 
have been encounters in the City of 
Mexico between Mexicans and Spaniards, 
and the general government is taking 
severe measures to quell anv public 
demonsti-ation of hostility to Spain. 

In the city of San Luis PotoBi the feel- 
ing runs so high that serious trouble is 
threatened. Last Wednesday night a 
mob gathered in that city, iiillanied by a 
circular said to have been written by a 
Spaniard, and defaming Mexicans and 
Mexican institutions, especially with re- 
ference to the part taken in sympathy 
with the Cubans. This circular iirecipi- 
tated a riot. A crowd gathered early in 
the evening, constantly growing in num- 
bers and violence, unlil at H) o'clockit 
had reached the projiortions of a mob 
that swept everything before it. 

The mob gathereil in fi-ont of the 
Spanish consulate and threatened to de- 
molish tho structure, but was iinally 
controlled by one or two cool heads. 
Banners, inscribed with huge red letters, 
were flaunted before the consulate, and 
violent talk and insults bandieil. The 
Spanish consul was in great i)eril and 
appealed to the authorities to protect 
hiin. The mob Iinally left, after severe 
measures had been taken by the police, 
and plans were hurrienly made to dis- 
perse any Bubsequcnt gathering. 

U. S. CONSUL WOUNDKD. 

Siamese Soldiers Attack Him— Minister Bar- 
ret Protests.

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BANK OF ILLIHOIS. 

Its Second Vice-President Says tt Was 
.- Wrecked In the Interest of a 
Street Car Deal. 

Chicago, Dec. 21. — \V. A. Hammond, 
second vice-president of the National 
Bank of Illinois, who htta been churged 
with pulling the wool over the eyes of 
the directors of the defunct b;ink, would 
not talk when seen at his homom lOvan- 
ston. Through an intiitiate friend, how- 
ever, he made a statement calculated to 
implicate several directors, as well as 
two or three men not connected with the 
baiik. 

" W. A. Hammond is to be made the 

scapegoat of tliu failure of ttie National 
Bankof Illinois," said the friend. " He 
is a broken man to-ilay, but is not any 
more to blanio for the amount of money 
.loaned on Caliiniet securities than are 
members of the Onance committee of the 
bank and its directors. It was necessary 
to their purposes for a man connected 
with the South Chicai^o City Rail- 
way and an otlicur ot one of the best 
known banks of this city to depreciate 
the Calumet electric road's stocks, and 
to this end these two men brought about 
the wrecking of the Bank of Illinois. 
Of the bank's funds, .$2,430,000 liad been 
loaned on Calumet eecuritiea. The plan 
is to depreciate Calumet stock, and then 
buy it; then to combine this valuable 
property, with sixty-three miles of new 
track, equipment and fraucbise, with 
the South Chicago railway, eventually 
combining with the Chicago City rail- 
way, and to make a fortune of millions 
within live or ten years. 

Members of the linance committee 
and certain ilirectors of the \ational 
Bank of Illinois have known the amount 
of the Calumet ".oan, and hoped lo make 
individual fortunes on the success of the 
venture. Four years aj;o \V. V. .Jacobs, 
who started the Ualumet roatl, borrowed 
.$115,000 and paid it up in full. After 
that the road passed into their hands, 
and a loan was made on the securities 
with the full knowledge of the linance 
committee of the bank and by President 
Schneider liim&elf. Tliis loan was too 
large, but it liad been supposed to be for 
& few weeks only, and the bank, finding 
itself involved, either had to take the 
loss or go ahead." 

Director Page, of the defunct National 
bank, went on to explain how the busi- 
ness of the bank as far as the directors 
were concerned was conducted. Said 
he: "The directors appointed from 
among themselves what you mijiht term 
for convenience sake an auditing,' com- 
mittee. The plan was to let one director 
droD out each month, some other taking 
his* place. Each ilay the committee 
would meet at the bank, its lousiness be- 
ing to pass upon the applications for 
loans. A record of these applications 
was kept in a book designetl for the pur- 
pose. In tills book was also kept, oppo- 
site the name of each ap|)licant, a record 
of ihe collateral oH'ered to effect the loan. 
When the committee was ready for busi- 
ness, President Schneider would come 
into the room, bringing with him this 
book, and another book, in which was 
recorded the daily balance of the would- 
be borrower, and also a record of how 
much he had previously borrowed." 

The Post contains the following: 
"The loan wag increased with the full 
knowledge of members of the linance 
committee, and later on was made known 
to the directors. Members of the 
linance coiiimittce and officers of the 
b.ujk were t^iveii stock, and the purpose 
ot the (leal was to sell tlie roads, and 
besides paying t le bank loan, make a 
good round sum lor the directors. 

"There has been a severe contest be- 
tween the General Electric and South 
Chicago C.ty railway to secure controlof 
the bonds ot the Calumet road, and the 
stocks which go witli them, and it was 
thought that the road could finally be 
sold for something like $3,000,000 or $4,- 
000,000. It was a brilliant idea for a 
man connected with the South Chicago 
City railway to wreck the bank, and the 
men who had been backing the Calumet 
through tlio bank. It has succeeded, 
and the probalnlities are that the Calu- 
met Electric will he sold to the South 
Chicatio City raihvay man antl his 
friends, the hanker who lent hia name 
to the sciieme to make a good pot out of 
the deal for himself. 

" The part the b:inkertook in tlie mat- 
ter was a safe one. He called the atten- 
tion of the bank examiner to the fa(;l 
that Calumet securities had dlHappcareil 
somewhere, intimating that the Xalional 
Bank of Illinois had a srood share of them 
and probably liad them all. The officers 
of the bank, finding out that the bank 
examiner was hot on their trail, began-to 
push the transactions they had on foot 
for the sale of the securities, and tlie 
cleariu"; house became alarmed. Could 
the matter have been delayed tliii ty ur 
si.Kty days, the Calumet Mlectric securi- 
ties would not have been f'jiind among 
the liank assets, 'i'he sale would have 
t)een ell'ected, possibly at a loss lo tlio 
bank, hut witliuut ilisturliiince to the 
))ublic or heavy loris to st(ji:k holders of 
the bank. 

" But this course would not suit llie 
purpose of pcrnoris trying to iDutrol llie 
Calumet Electric road. Three years a;_'0 
E. S. Drever alone owed tiu' hank 
,$1,000,000, " anil for three years 
Mr. Hammond had been trying 
to reduce lliat. It was reduc- 
ed one-half when the doors of the 
bank closed, and it was due to Vice 
President Hammond that this was ac<- 
complislied, < )ne director in the bank, 
who had l)ei!n talking a great deal since 
the condition of the concern became |)ub- 
lic, took .f l'-i,OOI) out of the bank Satur- 
day afternoon. Tlun-e was no excnse for 
[afsilication of accounts, for thedirectors 
knert the amount of the Calumet loan. 
Vou can't cover u]) a if 1 ,000,001) loan in a 
bank where directors do their duty."

CUB.VN AUTONOMY. 

The Canadian System Discussed— Spain 
Will Grant a Certain Measure of 
Home Rule. 

WASiii.stiTON, Dec. 24. — Whatever 
course congress may linally take with re- 

epei;t to the Caniuron resolution, the 
I'fforts of the present administration at 
least will continue to bo exerted in be- 
liall of an autonomous (government for 
the Cubans. Durint; the coi-respondenco 
botrt'ecn this government and .Spain, tlio 
Canadian system lias been repeatedly re- 
ferred to as a model which Spain might 
ilo well to follow in gnintiiig homo rule 
to her Cuban colonists. 'J'he objec- 
tion, however, has been made, and 
with some reason, it is admitted, 
that such a system, wliieli would 
work admirably with Her Majesty's 
subjects in Canada, might utterly fail if 
aiijdiftd to the Cubans. That Spain has 
intiniated tbiit under Certain conditions 
slie wnuld not be adverse to granting a 
rea:^oiiabIe measure of home rule to the 
Cubans, la beyond (|uestion. However, 
Spain has insisted that nothing less than 
a dinastroiia defeat in battle will cau.so 
the iii.snrgents to heed siudi proiiositiotis, 
and it is regarded in Madrid as useless 
to attempt any of the retorins suggested 
until Weyler strikes u deiMsive blow. 

'riiia govei-iimenl, however, does not 
fully agree with that vi(^w of the ca.se, 
and iHidoubteelly it is making some pro- 
gress in its contention for peace on a 
basis alike reasonable and honorable to 
tho Cubans, as well as to Spain. Cnii of 
tlie principal motives which has actuat- 
ed this government in the course it has 
taken in this matter is the pro- 
tection of persons and property of 
the citizens of the I'nited States 
now engaged in tobacco and sugar plant- 
ing in Cuba. Although the planters gen- 
erally are said to sympathize witli the 
Cuban cause, information has reached 
this government that as a rule they en- 
tertain serious doubts oi tlie ability of 
the native Oubaria, if wholly successftil, 
to maintain a stable and siUisfaetory 
government. What the iihuiters moat 
desire is annexation to the United 
States, hut as the administration has 
plainly made evident.-it regards this na 
out of the question, and tho planters 
next favor an autonomous government, 
under the executive supervision of 
Spain,

CHRISTMAS. 



We often hear that in these days 
people have grown cold and selfish. 
Every faculty of the mind as weil aa 
every energy of the body is taxed to the 
ntiiiost in order to obtain the necessaries, 
tlie comforts, or, it may be, the hixuries 
■which we have learned to look upon as 
indispensable to our existence. There 
is little time for thought and still less 
for sentiment. To get work and to do it 
well absorbs our attention to the exclu- 
sion of every other interest and almost 
every feelinp;. Thus we feel ourselves, 
and so we judge others. Life has lost 
its enthusiasm and we perform our 
duties faithfully, indeed, but without the 
xest which makes work a pleasure or the 
love which lightens labor. So souie- 
timea we think, but are we right in 
taking tliis j:ioomy view of the lives of 
our.Helves and our ueislibore? Have 
tiiere not been around us for the past 
week incontrovertible evidences that love 
and sympathy and friendly interest in 
others fill to overflowing the hearts of 
the men, women and. children of our 
city? 

Last week the scholars brought, many 
of tlicm not of their abundance, gifts for 
the children poorer than themselves. 
The different benevolent societies liave 
been filling the cupboards of those wlio 
were without the means of purchasing 
for themselves the little luxuries suit- 
able to the season, and the wealthy have 
given needed help to those institutions 
where the sick and homclcsa are cared 
for. One has oiiiy to watch the little 
groups who crowd the stores to see tliat 
the tastes and wishes of others have been 
carefully studied, and that there is no 
Beltishueas in the eager gladness with 
which each buyer seizes upon some pe- 
culiarly suitable present, anticipating 
the (leliyhted earprise of tlie loved one 
fui wliom it is intended. One notes, 
too, the cai-ctiil anxiety of ni:uiy :i one to 
see that all are remembered and the in- 
genuity wliicli, with very small means, 
finds something that will «ive pleasure. 

How the children hug the treasures 
they are bringing home for father, 
mother or baby brothers and sisters, 
as if they were afraid they could not 
keep their secret close enough. The 
nowa-carricr froes from door to 'Innr 
laden with kind nies,sa!!cs uiul tlii)u;^lit- 
f 111 gifts which have crossed sea and land 
to remind us that after all love and 
memory can overcome time and dis- 
tance. So much is api)arent to anyone 
who has eyes to notice what ia goiiif^ oi 
around him, hut trentlc kin(lncH:i ;ini 
delicate t:u;L which riilicvcs w:int, with 
out sucininij; to recognizo.it, ttie sympa^ 
thy which tenderly Strives to bring com- 
fort and hope to the bereaved and 
broken-hearted, the helping hand 
stretched out to the erring and sinful, 
are among the deeds done in secret by 
many a follower of Him who was never 
deaf to the cry nor blind to the 8ii,'n of 
distress. 

Then if we visit the homes and watch 
and listen to the children we sbail feel 
that not only the spirit of kindness of 
sympathy and love are abroad in the 
city, but that mirth and joy have not 
yet departed from amongst us. The 
gladness, the utiUelessuois and the grate- 
fulness of children is never more beauti- 
ful than at Christmas time, it is their 
festival in a peculiar eeuse, and they are 
wise who try by every means in their 
power to make Christmas a day whose 
memories are all Uiose of loving faces, 
kind voices and generous gifts. Per- 
haps, in no other way can we helttr 
honor Him who brought the message ( f 
Pence on Earth and Good Will to Men or 



arbitration: 

A great step has been taken towards 
the civilization of the world when two 
great nations have decided to agroo to 
submit to arbitration all questions in 
dispute between them as tliey nriee. 
This Great Britain and the United 
States are about to do 
thinks of it this solution of the matter 
seems so reasonable and so just that it is 
a wonder it was not arrived at long ago. 
Why is it more rational for two nations 
to go to war over a number of stjuare 
miles of territory than for two men to 
light about a few yards of land? Yot the 
nation which gains the coveted district 
or province by the sacrifice of thousimds 
of brave men Is honored and praised' 
while the man who, by the exercise of 
brute strength, attempts to take what 
ho cannot prove he has a right to is 
looked upon in every civili/ed country 
aa a dangerous scoundrel. Why should 
right and justice rule the individual 
while the nation is free to do whatever 
it has the power to perform? 

That nations liave at length learned 
that their honor does not require them 
to resent every insult or to avenge every 
injury, but that they can depend on the 
mut ual honor on good faith of each other 
to make restitution when an impartial 
judge has decided what is due the in- 
jured party, is a long step m the direct- 
ion of higher national morality. It is 
only to he expected that nations like in- 
dividuals will somotiiiiea grnmLile at tliu 
decision of llio judge, but it they sub- 
init to that decision their ill-temper may 
bo sot down to the weakness oi human 
nature, and the world may congratulate 
itself that the miseries, the crimes and 
the horrors of war have been averted . 

So far as England and the L'nited 
States are concerned arbitration has 
passed beyond its ex))eriineutal Btiige. 
These nations have tried both ways of 
settling controversies, and it is no wonder 
that the leaders of public opinion in 
both countries have come to see that the 
just and peaceable way is the better. 
There have been live questions in dis- 
pute between these two great naliona 
which have been left to the decision cf 
arbitrators. 

The first concerned the claims arriaing 
from the war of 1812, which wos re- 
ferred to the Czar. This was settled to 
the satisfaction of all parties. The 
frontier dispute between Maine and 
New Brunswick was the nest matter of 
controversy between the two countries. 
In this case the King of Holland wag 
chosen arbiter and gave his decision in 
1831, though the matter was not finally 
settled until 1842, eleven years later. 
Then came the fa&ous dispute regarding 
the Alabama claims, which was sub- 
mitted to the Geneva arbitration 
and settled in 1872. In the same 
year the San ,Tuan dispute was decided 
in favor of the United States by three 
experts appointed by the Emperor of 
Germany, who had been chosen as 
arbiter. The last case was, as everyone 
knows, that concerning the seal fisheries 
in Behriug sea, settled by the Paris 
arbitration. To this may be added the 
Venezuela boundary dispute, which is 
just about to be settled. 

There may, and, no doubt will, in the 
future, arise cases where the honor of a 
nation is so wounded that no compensa- 
tion or no apology can avert war; but it 
is a great comfort to be able to feel that 
the

leiiis wliich the United States have to 
solve. Their own path may be steep 
and the road .roagb, but their way is 
clear compared to that which lies before 
the statesmen of the neiyhboriug re- 
public. 

THE SPANISH COLONIES. 



The war in Cuba still continues. 
■Whether Macco's death— if it has 
When one occurred — will make the conquest 

of the island easier or not does not yet 
appear. In the meantime Spain is 
rained of her resotircea to put down the 
rebellion in the Philippine Islands. 
Tliese islands contain a much larger 
iiopulation than Cuba, and if the rebels 
are anything like as resolute as the Cub- 
ans are it will be very hard, if not im- 
possible, to conquer them. It is official- 
ly stated that twenty-livo thousand 
Spanish troops are on their way to the 
Pliilippiues, and though this is not a 
large array still the cost of sending them 
such a long distance, and of providing 
for their support is a heavy tax on a 
country which for the last two years has 
had to spend men and money in the so 
far fruitless attempt to put down an in- 
surrection in another distant colony. 

It is thought that both .Japan and 
Russia would like to obtain possession of 
the riiilippines, l)tit whether Spain 
would be any iiioro willing to part with 
her troublesome possession in the East 
than she is to grant sulf-government to 
ber rebellious colony in the West is 
doubtful. The riiilippines have for 
some years, instead of yieUliiig a reve- 
nue to Spain, liccu a source of expense to 
her. iitit the Spaniards have shown of 
late that though they are cruel and ty- 
rannical, Iheycan be self-denying and 
generous when ttiey think the honor of 
their country is concerned.

CHINESE POLITICS. 

China is a paradise of boodlors. Every 
oil'icial from the higlifst to the lowest is 
bound to make all he can, fairiy or un- 
faij-ly, out of his ofhco. Li Hung Chang 
ia the prince of boodlera as well as of 
other things. When he was adjudged, 
after hia return from Europe and Ameri- 
ca, to distribute among the court 
officials and others no less a sum than 
eight millions of taela, or one million 
pounds sterling, it might be thought 
that he was a ruined man, but he was 
nothing of tlie kind. He was, to all ap- 
pearance, as well oil' after he had paid 
this immense fine as he was before it 
was imposed. Li had been fifty years 
in public lite, and he had used hisonpor- 
tunities of amassing wealth wisely. This 
ia what a Chinese censor said about Li 
in the official eazetto : 

The brothers hi have grown wealthy 
from the proceeds of several tens of years 
of vice-regal power, and the money 
s])eut by tiieni to purchase ollicial rank 
for their Bona nnd nephews, is but as 
grains from well-tilled granaries or ^s 
drops from the ocean's expanse. . . . 
li we bring Li to Tso'a side and compare 
the two — if we notice tlie immenao 
wealth, the power and influence of the 
scions of the Li and Ts'en clans (Ts'en 
was another offender), and then look at 
the more industrious Tso, it would not 
t:ike much shrewdness or far-sightedness 
to judge who has been the more honest 
to the throne and the greater jiatriot to 
the country. 

This denunciation of Li in the otlicial 
orga.li oi the Government does not ap- 
pear to have discomposed Li Hung 
Chang very much. He had the money 
iind could stand the abuse. Robert

Some Reflections on tlie Day Wliicli the 
Cliristian World Is Celebrating. 

" Christmas comes but once a year," 
as the old saying has it, " but when it 
comes it brings good cheer." The day 
which the Christian world celebrates is 
one that ushered in a wonderful epoch 
in the history of the world. It brought 
in a new and undreamed of system in 
the world's polity, for who will deny 
that the life, the example, ayo and the 
death, of the Babe of Bethlehem, when 
His time had fully come, has exerciaed 
and has continued to exercise a wonder- 
ful influence, not alone upon individual 
hearts and lives, but upon the very con- 
stitution of civil government. "Peace 
and goodwill " was the message 
with which Ilia personal entrance 
upon this sublunary 8|diore was 
heraliled, and although His declar- 
ation v.'as that lie "came not 
to send peace but a sword," Ilia king- 
dom is jieace in a sense that no declara- 
tion of any earthly monarchs could have 
been intended to mean. 

His own life was one of dis(iuiet, of 
storm and of conflict with those who 
were opposed to Iliin and His teaching.", 
while peace waa the legacy which lie 
left when His earthly career was cloaod. 
Ever since, as before His time, contend- 
ing elements have been warring and 
oceans of blood have been shed. Never- 
theless the indications are that never 
was the worhi as near the realization of 
tlie era of peace as it is to-dny, and the 
arbitrations that have progressed and for 
which provisions are Ming made for the 
future would serve to indicate that the 
Golden Ago ia not so very remotely dis- 
tant, even the most traditionally war- 
like of civilized nations hesitating to re- 
sort to the arbitrament of the sword 
when there is a prospect of jieaceful 
Bettlemeata being arranged. The nations, 
;t would appear, are getting better and 
most of them in some form or other pro- 
fess belief in the teachings, and at least 
admiration for the life and the deeds of 
Him wlioso coining to earth is to-dr.y 
celebrated. How far the individual con- 
forms ia matter for his conscience; but 
certain ia it that the personal element 
haa had very much, indeed, to do witli 
the improved coflditions. 

These remarks will generally apply to 
the nations of the earth, with the excep- 
tion of a great and influential people 
who still anxiously await the advent of 
the Messiah, whose characteristics and 
mission are to be much tbesamoas those 
of the element which to-day rejoices in 
the birth of Him whom they hail as the 
Saviour. Thia ia indeed a great day 
among Chiistians, whether professedly 
or only nominally such. The ones will 
cidebrate it the world over by tlieir ser- 
vicea of praise and thanksgiving, while 
both will alike rejoice upon the day 
which, at least once in the year, is cal- 
culated to awaken and to stimulate into 
lively exercise the warm sympathiea and 
the "most generous characteristics of 
which inilividuals are possessed. 

One and all delight to think kindly of 
those whom they know or to act liberal- 
ly towards those whose conditions have 
a claim upon their benevolence, while, in 
the family, Christmas is always the most 
glad and most merry of the year, aave 
en sickness and sorrow have inter- 
])osed, and then is it that they may 
count upon the warmest consideration 
on tlie jiart of those who are acquainted 
witii their case. — Com.

GO VERNMENT TENDEK "QUADKA." 

Her Accustomed Service Neglected in Order 
That She Might Wait on Ministers. 

It is worth noting that while the at- 
tention of the Dominion Government 
has been directed to the ' urgent neces- 
sity of placing a second vessel Oil, this 
coast, the'Quadra during Decem^eir was 
for an extended jieriod i)laced at the dis- 
posal of visiting ministers. On Decem- 
ber 1 she left for Seattle to meet the 
Minister of Marine and his party, and it 
was not until tho following Saturday 
that she returned to port — five days' loss 
of time for both vessel and crew. AH' 
this time the ordinary passenger stoain- 
ers were running reaularly. Then on 
tho night of tho 13th inst. the Govern- 
ment steamer was again called into 
requisition to carry the minister to Van- 
couver. Two days later she was again 
ordered to Seattle to meet the iMinister 
of Raihv.ays, and there she cast 
anchor and i)atiently awaited his 
arrival for a couple of days more, 
not returning to Victoria until the 17th 
— three more days, the Quadra's cruises 
of this description only ending when the 
Minister of Railways was safely set 
ash.ore at the Terminal City. Ten or 
eleven days altogether were in fact em- 
ployed in conveying ministers, when 
necessary work was waiting to be done, 
such as looking alter buoys, lighthouse 
tending or fullilling the numerous and 
important duties whicli the steamer has 
ordinarily to attend to. It is true that 
when Hon. Mr. Bowell and hia party 
were here they used her for a triji u]) the 
Northern Coast, but that was essentially 
a business trip, the services of tho vessel 
being required to reach remote settle- 
nii'iits on the Coast which had to be 
visited. . 



CADBORO DISTRICT SCHOOL. 

Pupils Under Mr. J. M. Campben Show 
Marked Progress for the Term 
Just Closed. 

One week ago to-day a large number 
of the residents of Cadboro district as- 
sembled at the schoolhouse for the pur- 
pose of witnessing the closing esercises 
of the term. The children were exam- 
ined in tho various subjects taught dur- 
ing the term, including history, arith- 
metic, reading, writing and gniinmar, 
ihe customary practice of entertaining 
the visitors by a programme of songs and 
recitations being abandoned by the j>re- 
sent teacher, ]\Ir. J. M. Campbell. The 
manner in which tho children 
marked their advancement in their 
various exercises was a i)leasant 
surprise to all present. At the conclu- 
sion of the examination, addresses were 
made by Messrs. ,1.

"THORNTON" CASE OPENED. 

Evidence on the Seizure Begun Before tlie 
Behring Sea Claims Coniinission. 

The case of the schooner Thornton was 
opened at the Behring Sea Claims Com- 
mission sitting yesterday mornini; hy 
Sir Charles Topper, who stated that in 
many respects the claim ivas similar to 
that of the Carolena, and evidence in the 
one case would in some measure be ap- 
plicable to the other. The steam 
schooner Thornton was seized in Beh- 
ring Sea on Aijgust 1, 1886, by the 
United States revenue cutter Corwin, 
ami conileiuued. 

The Thornton was built in 1861 at 
Duiigenese, v\ atiuiugton, and was regis- 
tered as a British bottom at Victoria. 

H. J. Cook, who rebuilt the vessel in 
Victoria in 1877, said in the witness box 
that in 188G the vessel was in good con- 
dition as ever, and should be worth 
it.5,000. Waller Walker nut the vessel's 
value at .'JG.OOO, with the steam aiixiliarv 
power, and Capt. Warren claimed tha't 
in 18S(i she was worth l)etween sr),0U0 
and $0,000.

Something With Respect to Spain's Side of 
the Cuban Question. 

(Kroin till! Mnll-Kiuplre.) 
Of Spain's side of the Cuban <iueation 
vre liear notliiug. Tliough there is a 
legion of war correapondents .whosB 
rauoy pencils keep tlio American press 
overladun with fresh news from ths 
shifting scenes of hoBtllitieSithey never 
have a redeeming act or fact to credit to 
the Loyalists. The instructiopa to thusu 
reporters appear to be to turn in news 
always flattering to the insargents or 
derogatory to the Spaniards. 

Tliis, at all events, is the kind of ^tufl" 
they i)rovide. The \vront;a that are 
supposed to have provoked the insur- 
reution are kept steadily before the eyes 
of the civilized world ; Weylor, if liR ia 
not in the torefront, is {gratuitously ex 
hibited there asarutldeaa butcher; talei 
of Spanish barbarity are worked up and 
served uji daily. On the other hand, 
we hear much of the devotad he- 
roism of little banda of patriots, of 
Amazons tired with the sentiment 
of liberty, and such like. When 
the chair and rubbish are blown out of 
all this mass of stull" the residuum of 
fact left may be very Bmall. Also in 
what is suppressed by American corres- 
pondents there may be a large and im- 
portant body of fact in favor of Spain. 
AH information coming through Ameri- 
can channels— and there is litWe leaks 
out through any other medium — is dis- 
colored by the self-interest of the Uni- 
ted States. The jingoists, who appear 
to be enormously in the majority, can 
scarcely wait lor a decent excuse to 
jioiinue on Cuba and annex it, TIence 
the supply of seneational and biassed 
Cuban news furnished to and by the 
AnieiiL'an (iresH. Much of it ia manufac- 
tured to order, and ia i)art of the plan of 
campaign which Spiun'a enemies are 
wagui'^ niiainat her. 

The story of Maceo'a death is nn nx- 
auii)le. liiat seems to have been an 
aftershought, and on the lace of it bears 
but little trace of probability. Whether 
true or false, there can be no question 
that it was intended to kindle feeling 
against Spain in the United States, and, 
if possible, embroil the two countries. 
Undoubtedly much of the news is in- 
tended for mischief. However much 
Spain may be to blame for the trouble 
in which she is now involved, there are 
facts in her favor which ought 
to be admitted, it cannot be said 
that she alsvays turned a deaf 
ear to the islanders. iVheii it is 
true the taxing jiower in exercised in 
j\Iadrid, it must be remembered that 
Cuba is allowed to have a hand in it. 
lu the cortes or parliament of Spain 
Cuba ia rejiresented by sixteen senators 
and thirty deputies. That these are not 
Dowerless to ell'ect the course of liacal 
legislation for their colony is shown by 
the fact that they were able to bring 
about the withdrawal of the retaliatory 
clauses of the tariff, which took eilect 
against the United States after that 
country terminated the reciprocity treaty 
admitting Cuban sugar free. The Cub- 
ans found the discrimination was hurt- 
ful to _ themselves, and the mother 
country did not enforce it. 

It is further to be remembered that 
the ministry of Sagasta went some dis- 
tance to meet the demands of tlieCubnns 
for home rule, inasmuch as it conceded 
that half the council of administration 
Khould be elected, and that some portion 
of the budget should be determined by 
that body. These concessions, though 
small, and subject to the veto of the 
governor, may have been thought suffi- 
cient for the present stnite of Cuba's de- 
velopment. Of the 1,000,000 people on 
the island only about C5 per cent, are 
white. It might be a mistake to give a 
large measure of self-government all at 
once. 

In the New Review Mr. James Fitz- 
maurice-Kelly shows that the Cuban 
((uestion ia by no means what the pur- 
veyors of news to United States readers 
make it out to be, The sympathy thus 
aroused in favor of the belligerents is, in 
his view, misplaced. Spain, inatead of 
liolding too hard a hand over the island, 
liaa been, he considers, too yieldin<g. l ie 
is convinced that no constitutional read- 
justments would allay the (hacontent, 
and that the time has not arrived for 
making any changea. "Cuba," ho 
maintains, "is the spoiled child of 
Spain," and that, on the whole, the 
Mother Country has governed the island 
with rare benignity and wisdom. To 
give in to the insurgents vrould, lie in- 
sists, mean the abandonment of the 
island to the blacks. 



the United States. Administered by a 
DeBarry, or by anyone acting in his 
spirit, such a law would make it iiupos 
Bible for a Canadian worUingman to cross 
the United States border without danger 
of imprisonment. 

Such proposals are the more vexatious 
because in Canada there is no restric- 
tion put on the employment of United 
States citizens. They are found every- 
where, both as workers and in business. 
There is hardly a large establishment' in 
Montreal that does not contain several 
employes who boast of their United 
States citizenship, without anyone seek- 
ing to use it to their disadvantage. 
How long this satiafnctory condi- 
tion of afl'airs will continue to 
last if such bills as the congress 
at Washington is now debaling become 
law and are enforced, few will venture 
to say. There is already a strong feeling 
in favor of retaliation, and an alien 
labor liill baa receiyed in the Canadian 
parliament an amount of support that a 
(.^ood many of our jieople are a little 
aaliained. of, even wiiile they admit the 
provocation. Neither the one nor the 
other is in the interest of amity, and it 
ia trusted, for the sake of both countries, 
that neither the United States nor the 
Canadian bill will ever become law. 



ANTI-CANAUL\N LAWS. 

The Vexatious Immigration and Alien Labor 
I.eeislation of the U. S. Congress. 

(I roin tlP' Montreal <iii/i'tlf ) 
Twu I'i, 1-:, (jne oi llii'iii |ilaiiily aiiiieil 
at L'amuliaiit^, ^ru now liefoix the irnitcd 
Slati'-! Coiiu'resa lor tlic [)urpoae of reiru- 
laliiiL' i iiimiirratiou. (liic i)rovides that 
every male iiiuiiig rant i-otniiii; into the 
country ahail nay a duty of ■*IOi) at the 
port of debarkation, that be shall he a 
man of character, able to read and write, 
and that he shall be ready to rciKJiuuK! 
his allegiance to the land of Ida liirth. 
There probably never was a time in the 
liistory of the United States when such 
a provision as tlie latter was less neces- 
sarv. It ia a peculiarity of Wash iiigtoii 
legislators, however, that, as the coun- 
try th(^y re)ireaent grows great in popu- 
lation, wealth and varied achievements, 
their drcail of sharing their advantages 
with (lutsiders growa elroniier. 

There was an hour, in the dark birth 
time of the Keijublic, when there was 
nieaiiiug iii the watch-word " i)iit none 
but .Vmericans on guard to-nigliL." 
AVlien the now nati(jii has assumed al- 
most a giant's strength, when all coun- 
tries are inclined to court its good-will, 
when it has no enemies except those 
whom it deliberately chooses to make, 
seems a ridiculous time to extend the 
jjrohibition to the forbidding of any but 
United States citizens to earn their daily 
bread under the shadow of the Stars and 
Stripes. Had such narrowness always 
ruled, the United States to-day would 
liave been poorer by the amount that 
millions of intelligent and iiiduatrious 
loreigners have contributed to its mate- 
rial advaiiceiiient. 

The other liill aima to make it unlawful 
for an alien, unlesa be becomes' iiiitaral- 
ized and lias resided a year in the United 
States, to seek or accept eni))loyiiient 
therein, and for every violation of the 
law there will bo a fine of not less than 
$100 or more than .'foOO. It ia doubtful 
if the author of such a measure rightly 
comprehends what it nieana. It will 
jiartlcularly aliect ' Canadians, too 
many of whom, unfortunately, yet seek 
opportunities of earning their hving iu 



ON UTBEATDRB. 

Conan Doyle's Response to the Toast at a 

Dinner in London. 

Sir E. ,T. Poynter, president of the 
Royal Academy, was recently entertained 
at dinner by the Royal Societies Club, 
St. James' street. Sir Clements Maik- 
liani, president of the club, occupied llie 
chair. 

Dr. Conan Doyle, in res])oiiding for 
literature, said that if to l)e prolitic was 
a sign of prosperity, literature should be 
more prosperous than ever. Kvery 
other calling bad some entrance tost. In 
this one it had been said that a true teat 
was whether one folt irreaiatibly inclined 
to write. Most of tlieiu (clt irresistibly 
inclined to write, but they were waiting 
to find some one irresiatibly inclined to 
read what they had written. (Laughter.) 
A hundred years ago the average an- 
nual output of novels was about 10. 
Now it averages two or three a 
day. In the monotQnous and oft- 
en sordid routine of modern 
life people clamored to be taklen out of 
themselves. Wreck them on a waterless 
island, transport them to the planet 
Mars, precipitate tliem into anything 
from the court of France to the court of 
m east-end slum, and they were grate- 
ful. Neither novelist nor poet could 
complain of neglect, but when they 
came to the more solid forms of litera- 
ture there was no room for that prosper- 
ity to which they hail drunk. The 
writers had not degenerated, 'but the 
reader had liecoiiie demoralized. The 
daily paper, the weeklies, the monthlies, 
had all come between him and the big 
books. We inclined to get our knowl- 
edge in scraps and in snippets. 
It was all made t-o easy for 
that we could hardly real- 
ize the intellectual hunger " of our 
ancestors; the delight with which they 
seized a new book, and the avidity and 
thoroughness with which they read U. 
For such men as Carlyie there were no 
bookstalls piled with cheap literature, 
no little pirate magazines full of the 
plundered spoils of a dozen goodly books. 
Abraham Lincoln owned only live books 
in his youth, but they were all classics 
in their way, and they and life combined 
to mould him into one of the grandest 
specimens of the Anglo-Saxon typo. We 
ould not put back tlio clock aiid make 
booka rarer — no one would if they could, 
but it might bo no bad thing for a man 
now and again to forswear absolutely for 
a month in the year all ephemeral litera- 
ture, and to bring an iiiitariiisliod mind 
to the reading of our clasaica. (Cheers.) 
It was his fate for seven months to be 
shut up where he could neither read 
papers nor see any new books. The 
statement sounded suspicious (laughter), 
and to prevent painful misconceptions 
he hastened to add that he was on board 
a whaleshijj in the Greenland ocean. 
A monc their very few new books were 
Boswell's Johnson and Macaulay's essays 
and Goethe's plays. Those were not iiad 
shipmates to sail with for seven luontha. 
A desert island containing a small but 
select library w'ould be the jirescriplion 
of the future against the haste and 
superliciality of modern lifi:.

Waskingto.n, Dec. 21. — Another im 
portant step towards the plan of Home 
Rule for Cuba has been taken by the 
Spanish authorities. The former plan 
proposed, but not execnted, some 
months ago, provided for a Cuban con 
gresa of thirty moinbora, of whom the 
Queen Kej^cut was to name fifteen and 
the people of Cuba were to elect fifteen 
It ia now proposed to do away with that 
part providing for tbe naming of mem- 
bers by the Queen Regent, so that tbe 
entire Cuban congress will bo elected by 
the Cuban people This and the entire 
control given to Cubans in making tho 
tnrill' laws of tho island will constitute 
the eseential features of homo rule. That 
giving the peo))le tho election of the en 
tiro congress is said to carry out in spirit 
aa in letter the idea of Iloine Uulo. 

Thus far only the general nature of the 
proposed changes have been known to 
tlie officials in Washington, and thedraft 
of the revised plan of the reforms has 
not been received nor is it likely to be 
completed until after tire completion of 
tlie Porto Eico reforms whicli will be 
signed by the Queen Regent to-morrow 
aa a suitable Christmas act. Under the 
Sfianisb syatem it will be necessary to 
submit the foregoing cbaugea to the 
curtes which is not now in session, and 
ia not likely to meet before February. 

The Christmas Day reforms for Porto 
Rico are closely allied with those for 
Cuba, being the second section of the 
same law. They give Porto Rico a Con 
greas, tho province of San Juan and 
Penoe alternating every two years in 
choosing members for a term of four 
years. The congress is given control of 
tho wliole island, ))ublic works, tele- 
graph, )30st oflice, railways and naviga 
tiou, agriculture, manufactures, trade, 
imuiigration and colonization, public 
institutions, charities, the health de 
partment, etc. Tlie home government 
will continue to be represented by i 
captain-general, who will e.xercise super 
visory power and be the local delegate of 
the minister of the colonies. 
- The foregoing was the plan approved 
by the Cortes, but as in the case of Cuba 
it is believed the plans will be enlarged 
so as to make the congress wlioUy repre- 
sentative of the ])eoplc of the island. 
The definite action of the Queen in sign- 
ing the Porto Rico reforms to-morrow, is 
believed by officials here to be the pre- 
lude to similar action for Cuba.

THE ARBITRATION TREATY. 

Merely An Experiment- If Successful It 
Would Lradicate Many' Existing 
Prejudices. 

(From th% N. Y. Times.) 
The announcement that the negotia- 
tion of a general treaty of arbitration be- 
tween the United States and Greut Bri- 
tain ia about completed will be received 
with genuinu satisfaction wherever the 
English tongue is spoken. While the 
e.xact details of the proposed covenant 
have not J^een made public, its main feti- 
ttirea are sutliciontly known to indicate 
its scope and character. One of the im- 
mediate adv;tntagea of tho treaty would 
be an assurance that while it continued 
in force the conituorciiil worlil would not 
he disturbed by a njenacc of wargrov.-ing 
out of sucluli8])ules as tlujse named. 

:Vt the same time, it should be roiuem- 
beretl that such a conipai't would be an 
expeiinient. This ia tacitly acknowl- 
edged by tho treaty itself, for its ojiora- 
tinn is limited to live years. Moreover, 
there are manifestly coi'tain ijuestions, 
such as those touching luitional 
sovereignty and honor, which it is im- 
possible lor a treaty of this kind to 
cover. 'A wilftil and deliberate insult to 
tho ensign of the liepublic or the United 
Kingdom, for example, ia an act which 
does not admit of arbitration any 
more than an invasion of tlie 
soil. No nation can permit such indig- 
nities to be mode the subject of aidjitra- 
tion without loss of presligc and self- 
respect and without weakening its own 
stabilitv. Th'3 proposed agreement, ac- 
cordingly, is to be apidicable to only in- 
ternational disputes wdiich iirise from an 
honest diU'eronco of oiiinfon. This is 
right. There is no more reason why 
such qneations cannot thus bo settled 
than ordinary disputes of fact and law 
wliich arise between individuals. 

It was tho dream of tho poet that a 
(lay would come when the " war drum 
should ttirob no longer and thu battle 
Hags be furled in tho parliament of 
man." So far as tho world at large is 
concerned, such a dream may still be a 
dream, but unless all signa are amiss tho 
lOnglish speakiifg racea of the globe are 
gradually being drawn together by 
community of interests and 
sympatliies. Tiioy inherit common 
habits, common customs, a common 
language ami common ideas of 
justice .ind freedom, and in this 
ago of teleprajiha and swift ocean navi- 
gation it is, absurd that geographical 
did'erenco alone shoidd convert them in- 
to foes. Tho jiending treaty would tend 
to eradicate much of tlie i)r3judice of this 
kind that may still linger and hasten 
the time when the Anglo-Saxon peoples 
everywhere shall be bound together in 
one tie and shall fulfil their destiny of 
dominating the civilized world. 



FOSTER \l CORNWALL 



The Late Minister of Finance on the 
Issues Before the 
Country. 



Ministerialists Afraid of . Discnssio^s 
—The Spoils System— Mauitot)a 
. School Qaestion. 



(From tho Montreal Cnzette.) 
Hon. Mr. Foster, who followetl Sir 
Adolphe, expressed his pleasure at his 
second opportunity of addressing aCorn- 
wnll audience. He said that instead of 
making a speech he was going to point 
out a few of the peculiar things which 
he bad noticed in connection with this 
election. Firstly, the Liberal govern- 
ment which, according to their own 
storj', was composed of all the talent and 
virtue in tho country, although tliov had 
the grace to say that Sir Adolphe was 
pious at times, was tho Liberal i)arty 
which had always preached the doctrine 
that they did not fear open and full dis- 
cussion of all public questions. In this 
county they liad been challenged to 
meet on a i>u1jHc platform, the repre- 
sentatives of the Liberal Conservative 
party. 

Did thoy accept this fair challenge? 
(Louil cries of no atul chcTS.) No, they 
would not acce|)t this challenge, iiuil al- 
though nine or ton cabinet niinistera and 
several of the rank and f'^lo had spoken 
in tho county, they had neither allovved 
a Conservative to appear on 'their plat- 
form nor had they appeared on any Con- 
servative jilatform ; no, they don't want 
a fair and open discugsion where both 
sides of the question can be put fairly 
before the electors. Another peculiarity 
was that the stalwarts, the giadiatora 
who for 17 or l.S long yeara had heeji 
fighting tho battles of the Liberal party, 
Charlton, McMillan, McMiilIen, C^ibson 
and others, old and tried liberals, who 
hati not been favored with a cabinet 
position, were conspicuous i)y their ab- 
sence from tho present contest. 

Mr. Laurier and his ministers were 
all hero, but betauee he was afraid these 
men who had for years been denouncing 
the National Policy in parliament and 
out of parliament would forget them- 
selves and attack it hero, Mr. Laurier 
had kept at home theau atunly cham- 
pions of free trade. To talk free trade 
in Cornwall and Stormont would play 
tho dickens with the East. Therefore, 
the campaign was left to tbe leaders 
who could be relied upon to say 
little or nothing. For seventeen long 
years the Liberals had preached day after 
day about the sacred franchise of the free 
elector^. Blow nice it would bo if preachers 
always lived up to what they preach. In 
Russia the Czar writes an order and it is 
law, but centuries ago the British 
knights at llunnyinede forced King John 
to sign tbe magna cbarta, and thus laiil 
the foundation of British liberty. In no 
cause has more blood, nor better blood 
been shed than in the battle Ui give to 
the peo|)le the right to govern them- 
selves. Voter;) of Cornwall and Stor- 
mont, you go to the polls on .Saturday aa 
kings to ex;ercise that blood-bought rie lit 
aa your conscience directs, but what do 
we'flnd when the Liberals are in power '?

The r.xo ia raised over the head of 
every official in the employ ot the CJov- 
errimeiit. lie coidd see this in the state 
of allaira in tho Civil Service in Ottawa 
and it could be soon hero in Cornwall. 
Tho Liborala, with threats in one hand 
and bribes in tho other, were endeavor- 
ing to drive the electors of this constitu- 
ency to do as they wished.

This ciiuse placed 
every civil servant in a very humiliating 
position. A spying system had been in- 
troduced and tlie olhcials were watched 
day and night for a pretence on which 
they might be discharged. Mr. Tarto 
was quite a dexterous eliuht-of-.haud 
performer. Officials were turned out in 
scores with the excuse that their tor- 
vices were no longer wanted, and Grits 
were quietly^ put in their places. This 
itate of afTairs was disgraceful. It was 
not good lor tbe country. 

Mr. Foster then said that since bis last 
visit the people ot Cornwall had heard 
Mr. Tarte and Dr. Borden, and again 
last night Hon. Mr. Laurier. These 
gentlemen seemed to think that all that 
was expected of them was a lot of abuse 
of people who were miles away. In those 
days ot telephones, telegrnpheantl news- 
papers, it was dithcult to lie about an 
absentee and not bo found out. Mr. 
Tarto, in tho language of the sporting 
fraternity, was an expert at hedg- 
ing. In the first place Mr. 
Tarto thought that as Mr. Hor- 
nier was in Winniiiog, a thousand miles 
away, bo could tell a little story about 
him, and stated tiiat Jh'. Bernier re 
coivod if-l.OOO a year for aervicea as in 
pector of schools he did not inspect, and 
$8, 000 additional for' translating docu 
ments. Tlie telegraph overcame the 
distance of 1,000 miles, and Mr. Bernier 
quickly contradicted this in toto, gave it 
a complete denial, not only on hia word 
of honor, but also by the official records.

Referring to tlie school question, INIr 
Foster said that the Catholic minority of 
Manitoba had asked for the restoration 
of their rights they enjoyed previous to 
1800, when their separate schools were 
taken away from them. The remedial 
bill introduced by the Liberal Coneerva 
tivo party waa framed to give back 
separate schools as far as the constitu 
tioii permitted. Jlr. Jjaurier last night 
said that tho bill did not provide for 
financial aid to the eojiarate schools from 
the provincial govei-nnient. 

Wo did not luu any provision for this 
in tho bill. Neither did we at any time 
even attempt to dis;)oso of the linancial 
affairs of the i'^miiire of Russia. In both 
cases there was tho aamo good and effici 
ont reason. Tlic constitution did not 
give ussni'h power. It would have been 
waste of paper to have attempted to do 
a thing which tho constitution did not 
empower us to do. ]\Ir. Laurier knew 
this, and admitted it, after blatning us 
for not doing it. In the remedial bill 
wo attempted to give the min 
ority the power to pay for 
their own schools, and when 
so doing to be exempted from paying 
for other schools, and our bill had (hi 
assent of the Manitoba minority. iMr 
Laurier acknowledged that his settle 
ment does not give tho minority the 
separate schools they asked for, and any 
separate schools they may have will have 
to be paid for out of tlieir own pockets 
over and .".bovo tho money they will 
have to pay to tho i)ublic! schools. 
Liist night Senator Scott inado tho 
somewhat remarkable statement that 
from the time ho read the decision of 
tho I'rivy Council ho knew that separate 
schools in Manitoba were an impossibil 
ity, and yet Mr. Scott never told the 
Senate nor even Mr. Laurier, who went 
from end to end of the Province of Que- 
bec before the last election, promising 
his compatriots and religionistB that the 
separate schools would be restored to the 
Catholics of Manitoba. Mr. Sbott evi 
dently never let Mr. Laurier into the 
secret till after the election.

DR. ZERTDCHA SCORED. 

Estrada Palma, the Cuban Delegate in New 
York, Makes a Statement. 

Ni:w Yoitic, Dec. -■!.— Thomas Estrada 
Palma, Cuban delegate to this country, 
issued the following statement to-day : 
" I am not very much surprised to see 
Dr. Zortucha rush into print for the pur- 
pose of diatrncling attention from him- 
aolt by attracting it to a scandalous 
charge which can only aid him with the 
Sjianish. For me it is sufficient 
indication of the man's character that 
he surrendered to tho enemy under the 
conditions in his case, and that he is 
treated in such a kindly manner bv the 
Spaniards. What more natural "than 
that he, in combination with. Spanish 
diplomacy, should be the instrument by 
whicli the revolution should be dis- 
credited, 

" I know from letters received from 
Gen. Antonio Jhtceo, peiHoiially as well 
as from a person in our tmitiial ccnli- 
deiice, thnnigh whom we Ireciuentiv 
coniiuunicated, that Mitceo waa not iii 
the desperate straits depicted by Zor- 
tucha. The following extract from a 
letter lately received will show that Ma- 
ceo was well satislied with the condition 
of alhiirs : 

" I'inar del Rio, Nov. .10. Mv dis- 
tinguished friend;— Tho active opera- 
tions of the campaign have prevented 
me, much against my wishe-, from an- 
swering immediately vour welcome 
communications of the 19th and ;25tli 
ult. General Ruis Rivera happilv dis- 
embarked with all the war material 
sent, which waa well onii)loyod in a 
series ol hard coaibata which we sus- 
tained again.stonr enemies, but which 
wore all almost signal victories for us." 

" The plan of General Weyler waa to 
imprison our army between two fortified 
lines aiul then mako us Baffer a tre- 
mendous defeat by means of simultane- 
ous attacks by forces i)roviouely placed 
in those positions, but the most bril 
liant success crowned our eflbrta ; six of 
the enemy's columns, which tried to 
impede our proeress after our saving tho 
exploring expedition of General Ruis 
Rivera, being destroyed. 

" As late as December (i, the day it is 
reported that Maceo was killed, a i)ersoii 
of confidence and veracity had a confer- 
ence with Maceo. I am inrorined that 
Maceo then staled that the Cuban forces 
in tho province of Pinar del Rio, were in 
excellent condition midor tho command 
of Ruia Rivera, and that ho was well 
Batislied with his position, /ertuchii's 
last i)iibli'shed interview differs in detail 
from all tho others previously published. 
Hia assertion of IMaceo's diaiipi)ointinent 
is absolutely groundless. Zortiicha'a 
gratitude toward his former companions 
in arms are not such as to win for him 
the credence oi any honest man."'
